The scheme for swamp-land reclamation at the expense of the 


Government of the United States and the State of California for th 
benefit of the owners of the swamp-lands, is dead/but notice of it 
aemise has evidently not been served upon a few of th« projectors 
of the scheme. 


They held a meeting on last Friday, in San Francisco, and Mr 


Ferns, a swamp-land owner, mentioned in the report as "Engineer 
Ferris"—by what authority is not known—repeated the sophistry o 
William Ham Hall by saying that the Government of the United 
States "permitted hydraulic mining," and therefore it ought to re- 
claim the swamp-land owned by Mr. Ferris and other swamp-lane 
owners 


This absurdity has been exposed so completely, and so often, 


as to have found public acceptance, and its post mortem indications 
may therefore be regarded as merely spasmodic muscular contrac- 
tion, which frequently manifests itself in the body after death has 
actually ensued. 


Mr. Ferns appears to be wholly unmindful that engineers em- 


ployed by the Government have already found as a conclusion o: 
fact that there is as much water in the lower Sacramelito river to- 
day as there has been at any time since the American occupation 
and that the navigability of the Sacramento river above the mouth 
of the Feather has never been in the slightest degree impaired. 
It 


was the people of California who perpetrated hydraulic mining un- 
der the fostering protection of affirmative legislation and favoring 
judicial interpretation. 
It was the people of California who be- 


came owners of the gold taken out by hydraulic process, and if the 
condition of public opinion existing at the inception of hydraulic 
mining could be restored the San Francisco paper now advocating 
this s\vamp-land graft would be the most ardent advocate of thai 
enterprise. 
There would be both public and private reasons for 


such advocacy. 


Senator Perkins, who was present by invitation, interrupted the 


solemnity of the "wake" and disturbed the equanimity of the watch- 
ers by declaring that he was a witness of the flood of '61-62, and 
that six channels of six Sacramento rivers could not have relieved 
the Sacramento valley of that flood The Senator was Governor of 
California \\hen this whole question was threshed out to the last 
grain in the chaff 
It was he who brought to this State James B. 


Eads, the most distinguished engineer of his time, and one whose 
engineering skill and attainments have not since been 
surpassed. 


Engineer Eads, after due examination, approved of the policy of 
constructing brush dams to hold the mining detritus in the channels 
of the streams, thus adding another significant warning against ac- 
cepting the doctrine of the infallibility of the engineer. 
For the 


past fifty years engineers have been tinkering with the drainage of 
the Sacramento valley. Reclamation works have been constructed 
under their direction, and nearly every prospectus of reclamation 
schemes has declared that the scheme itself has the approval of the 
most competent hydraulic engineers of the country. 


Notwithstanding the application of all this learning, experience, 


science, skill and money, the Sacramento valley remains what it 
was when the country was discovered with the exception 
of the 


natural change by the perpetual erosion of the mountains and the 
reclamation of some inconsiderable portions of overflowed land, 
where such reclamation could be accomplished at small expense, 
and -where the reward would be greatly in excess of the cost. Sena- 
tor Perkins was an eye witness to the flood of '61-'62, and is noted 
for maintaining his level-headed common-sense on all 
occasions 


He gave a morning contemporary occasion to explain and apologize 
by inference. 
It admitted the magnitude of the flood of '61-'62, but 


assured the Senator that it was nearly thirty-four years since the 
occurrence of that flood The common-sense of mankind readily 
admits the possibility of the recurrence of any past phenomenon. 
Interested advocacy only resorts to the misleading consolation that 
it has been some days or weeks since the last disaster, 'and 
that 


therefore it may not occur again. 


After George D. Collins gets through trying the judges and the 


grand jurors, perhaps he may condescend to allow himself to be 
tried. But up to date, he has done nothing since his return from 
British Columbia but put the courts and the machinery of justice on

It' is intended 
that there shall be no lack of attend- 
ants and especlaly no dearth of a medical 
and scientific staff of physicians and in- 
vestigators. The superintendent must be 
a physician in order that he may be in 
sympathy with the purposes of the in- 
stitution, but his work must .be mainly 
executive. He must be pre-eminently a 
business man and" the demands of his 
office will make him such if It be in him.

With visions of housewives pay- 
ing sixty cents a. dozen for "strictly 
fres-h eg-gs" at this particular season of 
the year, all because Mistress Hen Is 
haug-hty and declines to lay as per the 
hopes and ambitions of poultry keep- 
ers, Professor Jaffa, the nutrition ex- 
pert at the State University, smiled 
broadly last- night, as he announced 
some of the results of experiments he 
is conducting:, which 
have 
as their 


aim, persuasion, by scientific means, 
calculated to Induce the haughty lion 
to law according 
to \program, In- 


stead of according to her own sweet, 
tantalizing will. 


Professor Jaffa returned last nlg-ht 


from an important conference with the 
Petaluma Poultry 
Dealers' Associa- 


tion, at which his experiments, now 
under way.at the University's experi- 
ment station at Petaluma, and also at 
Professor Jaffa's 
home 
In Berkeley, 


were thoroughly d-lscussea, and plans 
made for their continuance on a larg- 
er scale. These experiments have been 
conducted with so 
little 
ostentation 
that few except those directly con- 
nected with the work have known o£ 
their existence, or their object. 
The 


experiments will not be considered at 
an end until the end of December, but 
they have progressed sufficiently far to 
permit of the hope that Professor Jaf- 
fa, and 
poultry dealers 
who 
have 


worked under his direction, :iave par- 
tially solved the perplexing problem 
of "How to make hens lay lots of eg-gs 
when the aforesaid eg-gs are worta 
around 60 cents a dozen." 


Hitherto the American hen, inde- 


pendent as her owners and disdainful 
of the despair her obduracy has cre- 
ated, always decides to beg-In moulting 
along In the middle of the summer, 
ciuits laying &sss, or for the grief of 
the "ham and" man who does business 
with many eggs, and whose tariff can- 
not easily be adjusted to meet the high 
prices he must pay for the egg's his 
•patrons call for In their orders. This 
all is to be changed by Professor Jaf- 
fa. 


Professor Jaffa Is a poultry expert, 


his work In the Held of nutrition prob- 
lems having been extended to include 
the poultry question. 
He has a fine 


(lock of Legrhorns at :ils-home In North 
Berkeley. 
The University also main- 


tains, under his care, a flock of white 
Leghorns and Black Minorcas at Pet- 
aluma. 
For a long time Professor 


Jaffa, has considered the ways of the 
hen, 
and especially habits which re- 


sult in eggs going to a terrific figure, 
every year, during and after the sea- 
son when hens all over Kie country de- 


cide to put on a new set of fall feath- 
ers. 


If this moulting 'business could be 


adjusted—If nature's processes could 
be regulated by scientific rules, per- 
haps, thought Professor Jaffa, the hens 
could be Induced 
to moult earlier, 


take less time to moult, and In conse- 
quence begin to lay eggs earlier, In- 
creasing the suply so that poultry peo- 
ple could get more eg-gs to sell when 
eg-gs ordinarily are high, and the egg- 
eating public -be spared the anguish 
of paying ruinous prices for the hen 
house product. 


Professor Jaffa began experiments 


along these lines three month ago, 
and their, results, although not com- 
plete, he believes justify him in hop- 


found that one set of hens wMch had 
not been Interfered 
-with, laid quite 
as many eggs In three months as did 
the hens which moulted quickly- and 
according to manipulation. 


"Several poultry men. who conducted 
similar experiments, according to our 
directions, reported Saturday after- 
noon, at the conference held In Peta- 
luma that the experiment had been a 
great success, representing for them a 
grain If hundreds of dollars In busi- 
ness.

With the decrease 
of food, the egg laying stops, Inevita- 
bly. 
Then the hen whose attention la 


diverted from laying eggs, proceeds to 
occupy herself with 
moulting. ' She 
gets through that job in a few weeks' 
time, we have 
found, 
and 
quite 


promptly starts in to lay. Ordinarily 
the hens would start in to moult, along 
In August and not get through till 
along in November. We shortened the 
moulting season tb about a month, by 
adopting the method I have 'described, 
and found that the hens were not Im- 
paired in vitality at all. 


"I conducted this experiment with 
my hens at home here. 
Thirty hens 
thus treated moulted in August and 
began to lay in September. They laid 
about 300 eggs In September, which is 
about 30 per cent of a poslble 900 eggs.' 
In October, however, for reasons un- 
known, they dropped to about 60 per 
cent of that showing. 
In Novem-ber 


they resumed the ratio they had main- 
tained in September. They are vigor- 
ous fowl?, and were not apparenLly in- 
jured a particle by the experiment we 


. however, where we 
| tried this experiment upon one set of 
fowls, leaving, another set to moult 
naturally, the result was not quite so 
satisfactory. 
The hens that had heen 


made to moult artificially finished that 
job quickly, as anticipated, and began 
to lay at once, and laid well for a 
while. 
In the long run,' however, we 


tried upon them, 


"At Petaluma, 


a large loss to men who raise poultry 
on a large scale. 


"No explanation could be given for 
this freakish action on the part of 
the hens. It did not occur with my ex- 
periments, either In Berkeley or at 
Petaluma. I shall not know, however, 
until the end of the year whether It Is 
to occur. 


"It can easily be seen that this arti- 


ficial process of moulting or rather the 
moulting process Induced by artificial 
means, must necessarily be developed 
gradually. Many experiments must be 
made, perhaps, to determine exactly 
what is the proper course to pursue I 
should say. -however, that thus far we 
have reason to believe that fowls are 
s.iown to be susceptible to this arti- 
ficial Inducement to raoult, without -In- 
jurious effects, and that It can reason- 
ably be expected that eventually the 
moulting and hen 
laying 
processes 


can be scientifically regulated, so that 
the supply of eggs will be more plen- 
tiful at those' seasons -which hitherto 
have been-spoken of as "egg famine 
time.' 


The results of Professor Jaffa's ex- 
periments will be embodied In a bulle- 
tin to be prepared by him when the ex- 
periments are concluded. One piquant 
experience sustained by the Professor 
Saturday afternoon at Petaluma will 
not. however, be included In the' bul- 
letin.

growers, Professor Jaffa was asted bv

hens.
